! How Roosevelt Created the 


Taft Myth in 1908, 

F. P. Dunne contributes to the Au- 
gust American Magazine, in the de- 
partment calied “The Interpreter’s 
House,” an amazingly interesting 
characterization o¢ Taft and Roosevelt, 
a brief extract from which follows:

Thousands of 
persons are trying to ‘reassemble’ him 
and show us the ‘real Theodore Roose- 
velt.. That none of the reproductions 
is complete is no fault of these 
paleontologists but due to the fact 
selkiiom encountered by investigators 
that the subject is still alive and 
changing. But certain things we know 
about him and one of them is tg@M®&t ne 
man of our time has enjoyed a* wider 
or more thoughtful range of interests, 
no one has found out more accurately 
what other men Know, and of no one 
could it be more truthfully said that 
nothing human is foreign to him. 

“With this characteristic in mind it 
is easy to see Why he has been the 
center of most amusing gatherings of 
men who had nothing in common with 
each other except his understanding 
and admiration og their achievements, 
In this period he would be found sgur-

Installing a Drainage System. 

The tirst thing to do in starting to 
drain a field is to locate the proposed 
main tile drains and laterals where 
they will do the most good. Where 
the land is very flat or leveh and 
whole surface must be drained, a 
system of parallel laterals 
to the larger main 
tile is the most advantageous. In the 
case of more rolling lands. with wet 
‘draws and ponds or low places where 
Water collects from the higher 
points, a main drain should be run 
up the lowest part of the field and 
submains and laterals run from it into 
the wet spots. This type of land does 
not usually require as complete a sys- 
tem of tilling to thoroughly drain it 
as does flatter land. 

After the proposed system of drains 
has been laid out, the next thing to 
do is to get the levels and estimate 
the cuts for the ditches. Here ac- 
curate work must be done, says J. 
Leffler in Farm and Home. A mis- 
take in establishing the grade lines 
means a proportionate reduction in ef¢ 
'ficieney. Grade stakes are numbered 
along the proposed drain 
50 or 100 feet apart, aceording 
the surface of the field. Readings 
taken on these stakes. The 
cut or depth of the ditch at each stake 
is marked on it, and a separate record 
of the number of the stakes and cor- 
responding cuts igs kept for reference. 

The ditch is now ready to be dug, 
and the accurate work comes in mak- 
ing the bottom of the ditch to grade. 
Grading by water, with the eye, or 
with a level and straight edge or tri- 
angle and plumb bob, are neither accu- 
rate nor economical. These ceth- 
ods are all more or less guesswork. 
Two methods, however. which give 
very accurate work. are in common 
use for grading the ditch. The” are 
the string and target me thods.

WHY GOV. BROWN’S VETO IS 
NOT JUSTIFIED BY FACTS 


Governor Brown vetoed the mileage 
bill passed by the legislature, and 
thereby left the traveling men in the 
hole where they have been for so 
many years; only he made the hole 
deeper. I am going to assume—and 
there are good grounds for the as- 
sumption—that Governor Brown 1s 
honest, conscientious and an astute 
law ver. 

Granting the honesty, sincerity and 
ability of Governor Brown, we can- 
not grant that he ts entirely free from 
bias, unless we place him way above 
the most of us, and, indeed, ready to 
take his everlasting flight for his home 
in glory. From what I heard before I 
came into Georgia, and since, I am in- 
clined to thing our governor has 
leaning toward the ratliroads. There 
no wrong in this, for we are 
more or less influenced by our likings. 
Had I been governor, I am sure I 
would have acted exactly Ike Gov- 
ernor Brown—followed my bent, and 
as that was toward my own craft—the 
traveling men—would have 
enough in that bill to have signed it 
up and made it a law. 

What Governor Brown Says. 

We can always find just what we 
are looking for. If you have a monkey 
on the brain, and will look in the em- 
bers, you will most likely find a mon- 
key sitting up grinning at you. 

Governor Brown says—and backs it 
up from a decision from a court of 
Michigan—that the court held that it 
was a discrimination in favor of those
